are certainly ſo in both. Ar preſent, the Collectors and Magiſtrates are by no means Checks 
upon each other; and Government does not now poſſeſs a greater Degree of Controul over them 
Individually, than they would do were the Two Authorities united. VVV 
The Governor General ſtates, That by the Account annexed to his Minute it appears that the 
QGroſs: Collections have been more by ſeveral: Lacks, during the Time of the Committee, than 
at any former Period; but if it be allowed, that the Charges have been more than propartionably 
increaſed (which they certainly have been in Conſequence of the Syſtem now exiſting) a Loſs no 
doubt ultimately falls upon Government by. ſuch unneceſſary Increaſe ; from which there is no 
Relief but by a Change of the Meaſures which created it. The Governor General abſerves, 
that the Increaſe in the Article of Charges Collection, may more properly be called the In- 
creaſing Expences of Government, than, the Increaſed Expence of collecting the Revenue,” 
but as I have ſhewn by my Plan, that a Saving can be made of 16 Lacks of Rupees, beſides 
providing in the moſt liberal Manner for the Collections, I muſt ſtill think that the Increaſe in the 
Charges has proceeded ſolely from the Inſtitution of uſeleſs Revenue Eſtabliſhments : And ſuppoſing 
the additional Allowances which I propoſed for the Collectors were not granted, the Saving in 
that Caſe by my Plan would be about 25 Lacks per Annum; a Sum very little ſhort of the 
Total Increaſe in the Article of Charges Collection, which has gradually been accumulating ſince 
the Year 1772, from Rupees 41,56,970 9 18 2 to Rupees 71, 29,093 14 4 1, as ſtated in 
the Account accompanying the Governor General's Minute. In judging of Two Syſtems, that 
which ſhall appear to be the moſt advantageous to Government, certainly deſerves the Preference.

_ 2 [Par. 66. Your Orders contained in your Letter of the 23d December 1778, reſpedting the 


various Contracts which we had entered into for the Execution of the public Service, have been 


notified without Exception to the different Contractors they alluded to; and each of the Parties 


was required to tranſmit his Anſwer to that Department of our Council in which his Engagements 
were concluded.

I ſome Time ago tranſmitted to the Preſence Two Papers of Intelligence; the former written 
on the Firſt of Rabbeulawul (1th of April), the latter the 19th of the ſame Month (29th of April): 
| Theſe you have doubtleſs received, and have comunicated the Contents to his Highneſs. The Parti- 
culars relative to the French Sirdar are theſe—Mr. Chevalier, with a Train conſiſting of an Elephant 
and Standard, and Seven Gentlemen in Palankeens came to Durky, where he remained 10 Days 
waiting for his Things to come up. On the 24th of Rabbenlawul (4th May) he ſet out from thence, 
and travelled to Bhaonry, Bheem Row Pauſa went on the Part of Seremunt Pundit Purdhaun 
to meet him. On the 25th Siccaram Pundit and Nanna Purnaveeſe went to the *

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vnder the Walls of the Fort, where the French Chief was introduced to them. He had not brought 
his Preſents with him. After the Ceremony of the Introduction was over he retired with Sicca- 
ram Pundit, Nanna Purnaveeſe, Madho Row, Sadaſhao Kiſhen Row, Belal Booſilas Vackeel, 
and Conjee the interpreter, and produced a Letter from the Prime Miniſter of the King, of 
France addreſſed to Seremunt Pundit Purdhaun. As there was no Frenchman belonging to the 
Sircar to read it, Mr. Chevalier read it himſelf, and the Interpreter explained it. The Subſtance 
was, that * from Time immemorial Friendſhip and Harmony had ſubſiſted between the Two 
© States, which it was expedient to preſerve in Time to come; and that Mr. Chevalier would 
« perſonally explain all further Particulars.” The Miniſters enquired after Mr. Buſſy, and were 
informed by Mr. Chevalier, .that he was in -Health, and employed in an eminent Station about 
the Prime Miniſter ; and that he had deſired his Compliments to Ramehunder Jadoo Row. 
They then enquired, if the French and Engliſh were Friends, or otherwiſe, to which Mr. Chevalier 
anſwered, that they were at preſent Friends, and that the French were not at Variance with any 
Power whatever. This was all that paſſed in the firſt Meeting, after which he took his Leave 
and retired. Proviſion for 200 Men, Provender, &c. are daily ſupplied by the Sirkar: Mulhar 
Pundit, Muttaſuddy, and 20 Hircarrahs, are appointed to attend on Mr. Chevalier, and procure 
for him whatever he wants. On the laſt of Rabbee-ul-awul (gth May) Mr. Chevalier was deſired 
to attend at the aforeſaid Encampment to be introduced to Seremunt Pundit Purdhaun, There 
was nobody of Conſequence preſent at this Interview, except Seremunt Pundit and the Two Mi- 
niſters, Mr. Chevalier preſented Five Paintings on Glaſs, a Cup, a Gun, a Pair of Piſtols, and 
a Glaſs by which Poiſon might be diſcovered. After ſome Minutes ſpent in Profeſſions of Friend- 
ſhip Mr. Chevalier preſented a Letter from the French King, addreſſed to Seremunt Pundit. I 
have not yet been able to learn the Contents of it; as ſoon as I do, I ſhall inform his Highneſs. 
After receiving the Letter Seremunt took Leave of Mr. Chevalier, and returned to the Fort. 
Mr. Chevalier remained in private with the Two Miniſters and the Interpreter. Siccaram then 
deſired him to communicate what he had to ſay ;- to which he replied, I have a great Variety of 
Matter to treat of, which I will fully explain at a convenient Time. Siccaram Pundit then ſaid, I 
will appoint ſome Perſon to negociate your Buſineſs for you—it muſt be a Perſon who is well verſed 
in your Affairs. I know of no one qualified for this Purpoſe, except Madho Row Sadaſhas. Mr. 
Chevalier, not reliſhing this Propoſal, made anſwer, He 1s employed in the Negotiations with the 
Engliſh ; how it poſſible we ſhould unite? Siccaram replied, Be under no Kind of Apprehenſion 
on this Account; in like Manner as I am, ſo alſo is he, a Muttaſaddy of the Sircar, All Ne- 
gotiations are conducted through Mutaſuddies, but I act in ſuch Manner as I think right. Mr. 
Chevalier made no Reply, but retired, Siccaram Pundit then went to Shathoore to a Wedding. 
Nanna Purnaveſee is alſo going to Poonah, where he will ſtay Ten Days or a Fortnight. This of 
Courſe occaſions a Delay in the Negotiations of the French, which I underſtand will be concluded. 
on their Return. Madho Row is under. great Perplexity ; not knowing his Highneſs's Pleaſure in 
this Matter, he is at a Loſs what Steps to take. I have addreſſed frequent Arzies to you in the Courſe 
of the laſt Month relative to the French, which you have doubtleſs fully explained to his Highneſs. 
I am aſtoniſhed that I have not yet been honoured with a Line in Anſwer thereto. It is now neceſ- 
ſary that you communicate the above Particulars relative to Mr. Chevalier to his Highneſs, and 
' write me a full and explicit Anſwer ; and alſo inform me what Conduct I am to obſerve here, that 
I may accordingly ſatisfy Madho Row. The French have till now remained perfectly quiet; but 
it appears from theſe late Meaſures, that they deſign to enter again into the Affairs of this Part. 
I have therefore ſent repeated Expreſſes to the Preſence. Having made yourſelf acquainted with

From the Nabob Wallah Jah to Row Jie, dated the 6th June 1777. 


I underſtand, from your Letter written the 3d Rabeaſſanie (13th May) to Sheeh Row, that one 
Monſieur Chevalier, a Frenchman, is arrived in thoſe Parts, under the Pretence of having come 
from Europe on an Embaſſy to Row Pundit Purdhaun; and that on this News, a Man of Rank 
went from Row Pundit Purdhaun, met and conducted him to the Preſence of the principal Mi- 
niſters, who received him with every Mark of Friendſhip, gave Ear to the Repreſentations of 
that Impoſtor, which he himſelf had fabricated, and then produced as coming from the Prime 
Miniſters of France; and that Madho Row Sadaſhae conceived that a Connection between him and 
the Miniſters muſt give Offence to the Engliſh Chiefs. The Hiſtory of this Frenchman is this— 
He was formerly in the Service of Hyder Ally Khan, and after waiting ſome Time for an Oppor- 
tunity of quarrelling with him, he deſerted him with a Party of Fugitives, and continued for a 
long Space of Time to wander in thoſe Parts. Monſieur Bellecombe, who is lately arrived from 
Europe, in the Station of Governor of Pondichery, has not the leaſt Knowledge of him; bur ſays, 
that he invents theſe Impoſtures to procure himſelf a Support in the different Places to which he 
wanders. As the firmeſt Friendſhip has ſubſiſted for Three Generations between my Family and that

Agreably to your Requeſt we have ordered a Return of the actual State of the Troops under 
this Preſidency to be made out, by which you will perceive that in Europeans we are deficient, 

of the proper Eſtabliſhment 226 Men. The few Recruits ſent out by the Company for theſe 
Two or Three Years paſt have proved very inadequate to our Wants, and our Forte becomes 
ſtill more weakened by our late Engagements with the Rajah of Tanjore for the Protection of his 

Fort and Country; ſo that we apprehend were any Occaſion to call for the Exertion of our whole 
Strength in the Field, we ſhould be very deficient in the proper Complement of Europeans:

Being dependant on the Nabob, not only for the Revenues of the Jaghire and Poonamalies, but 
alſo for the Reimburſement of near Four Lacks of Pagodas expended annually in the Payment of 
the Troops expreſsly maintained for the Defence of the Carnatic, we are frequently ſubject to 
great Inconveniencies for Want of Money, and we feel them particularly at this Time from the 
Situation of the Nabob, which appears to be, and we believe really is, a good deal embar- 
raſſed by an enormous Load of private Debt, for which he had given Aſſignments and Orders 
upon almoſt the whole Revenues of the Carnatic, and thereby deprived himſelf of the Means of 
fulfilling his Engagements punctually to the Company.

conſider our. Acquieſcence as improper ; for we conceive the Meaſure in Agitation there will not 
be undertaken without your Conſent and Apptobation, and we ſhould be very unwilling, were it 
even in our Power, to make ſuch Preparations before the Meaſure had obtained the Sanction of 


your Concurrence, unleſs the Exigency of the Caſe was very preſſing, which is not apparent from 


the Letter we have received. | 


We lately rook under Conſideration the Nabob's Claims on the Rajah of Tanjore, which were 


repeatedly brought before the Gentlemen of the late Adminiſtration z and frequent Demands were 
made of the Rajah, to depoſit a Sum of Money on that Account into the Company's Treaſury, 
until the Decifion of che Court of Directors on the Nabob's Claims could be had; but the Rajah 
was fo poſitive in bis Refuſal to make any Payments on Behalf of the Nabob, that nothing was 
obtained from him. When the Matter came before us, we thought it as reafonable that the Rajah

Mr. Francis. I beg Leave to aſk, whether there be any Letter from the Rajah himſelf to the 
Governor, in which his Conſent to pay the Five Lacks, 'in the Manger agreed to by the Vakeel, is 
expreſſed ; or the Vakeel's Engagement to that Effect confirmed. rn, 
Governor General.— All the Rajah's Letters will be found in the Book of Perſian Correſpon- 
dence, to which I refer; but I well recollect, that the Aſſent given by the Vakeel was expreſſed in 

Terms the moſt peremptory that could be conceived, either confirmed by an Oath, or his own Life 
' pledged for the Performance of it. My Minute was drawn up from Heads of what paſſed in Con- 
verſation with the Vakeel; and when it was explained to him by Mr. Auriol, he was very deſir- 
ous of correcting a Part of it, which made the Acquieſcence of the Rajah appear too general, and 
that it might be ſpecifically limited to One Tear; his Powers, he added, extended no further. 
The Correction was accordingly made upon the Spot in the Room adjoining to this, and the Minute 
immediately recorded. I defire the Secretary to mention, whether this agrees with his Recollection

The Secretary very well recollects the particular Circumſtances alluded to by the Governor 
General, and therefore offers his Teſtimony, that the Vakeel declared he was authorized to ac- 
quieſce in the Subſidy for One Year, but no longer; and deſired that the Requiſition might be 
limited to that Time.

Mr. Francis. I have no Sort of Doubt of the Reality of the Engagements made by the Vakeel ; 
the Queſtion is, Whether they are Acts of the Rajah, or made by ſufficient Authority from him? 
If the Vakeel had even a Letter of Credence, relative to the Point in Queſtion, it would be ſufi- - 

cient ; if he had, it muſt appear on the Perſian Correſpondence, and I deſire the Secretary will read it. 

Governor General.— I have looked over the Book of Correſpondence ; there are but Two 

Letters upon the Subject. The Firſt, a Letter recorded in the Conſultation of the 17th Auguſt, 
acknowledging the Receipt of mine, which contained the Requiſition of the Five Lacks, and pro- 
miſing an Aniwer. The Letter recorded on this Day appears to be that Anſwer, as it begins with | - 
an Acknowledgment of the Firſt Letter, and a ſhort Recapitulation of its Subſtance. My Firſt 
Letter was written on the 11th July, Two Months and Seventeen Days from this Date. If an 
. Anſwer from the Vakeel, during ſo long an Interval, was not to be deemed authentic, the Rajah's - 
Silence was more diſreſpectful than a direct Refuſal ; but if it be admitted as an Exculpation, his 
ſureſt Remedy againſt any Act of Government will be a Refuſal to make any Reply to its Demands, 
I will-not conceal from the Board, that I have expected this evaſive Conduct in the Rajah, having 
been ſome Time paſt well-informed, that he had been adviſed in this Manner to procraſtinate the 
Payments of the Five Lacks, to afford Time for the Arriyal of Diſpatches from England, which 
were to bring Orders for a total Change in this Government, and this he was given to expect 
would produce a Repeal of the Demand made upon him by the preſent Government. On inti- 
mating ny Suſpicions of ſuch a Deſign to the Vakeel, he promiſed he would write in ſo effectual 
a Manner to his Maſter, as ſhould without fail induce him to make an immediate Payment of the 
Subſidy, He this Morning informed me, that his Letter was diſpatched on the 12th of this 
Month. Its Effect ought by this Time to have ſhewn itſelf. Sufficient Time will have been given 
to the Rajah to obey the Authority of the Board by the Arrival of the Orders which I have now 
propoſed ; and whether in that Interval he ſhall ratify the Act of his Vakeel or not, I ſhall con- 
fider of little Conſequence. If the Board will ſupport their own Authority, he ſhall be made to 
vield to it.

$ Mr. Francis,—There is no Queſtion, but the Rajah muſt yield to the Power of this Govern- 
ment: I ſhall be as ready as any Member of this Board to ſupport its Authority, as long as its 
Power is directed by Juſtice.

The Governor General. The very Demand is itſelf a Proof that the Rajah expects ſuch Relief; 
and with Reſpect to his Ability to pay the Sum ſo long demanded from him, or even Ten Times 
that Amount, I ſpeak within . no Man can doubt of it. The Acts of che Majority of the 
Board, are the Acts of the Board. When the Perſon who is the immediate Object of them ſtands. 
ſo high in the publick Eſtimation, and holds Pretenſions, as it appears this Rajah does, to a2 
ſovereign and independent Authority, ſuch Acts, once paſſed, ought never to be revoked. The 
Demand made upon the Rajah, was for immediate Payment; the Demand ought to be ſupported

I will conſent to 
pardon his paſt Contumacy and Diſobedience, on Condition of his conſenting to pay the entire 
Sum within Three Months, which Time will have elapſed before the Orders now ſent to Mr. 
Graham can take Effect, although not a Rupee ſhall have been received to that Period of the Pay- 
ments which, by his own Propoſal, ought to be half completed.

The Treaty concluded between the Engliſn Company and the Nabob Sujah ul Dowlah, was 
founded on Conſiderations of mutual Advantage to both Parties, and the ſame Principle has con- 
tinued to operate in confirming and improving the Friendſhip and Alliance between the Company 
and your Excellency. A Connection formed with a View to the Intereſt of both Governments ought 
to be perpetual. For this Reaſon, ſince my Appointment to the Controul over Affairs here, my Inten- 
tions have been been directed towards Mtaſures tending to ſupport and ſtrengthen this friendly Syſtem. 
As I cenfider the Company's Territories and thoſe of your Excellency as the ſame, the Protec- 
tion of your Excellency's Dominions is abſolutely neceſſary, as from its Situation the Boundary of 
the whole, and more expoſed to foreign Attacks. This Protect ion cannot be effected in a proper 
Manner without the Aſſiſtance of the Company's Troops, and I therefore beg Leave to repreſent to 
your Excellency ſuch Circumſtances, as have, after mature Reflection, occurred to me with reſpect 
to the Troops ſtationed at Futty Ghurr, which had been withdrawn, as ſtipulated in the Treaty of 
Chunar of 1781. I adviſe that they ſhall not be recalled, but continued. I make this Propoſal 
upon a Conviction that, from the Extent of your Excellency's Dominions, the Engliſh Forces now 
ſtationed there are requiſite for their Defence. Although there is no Proſpect of any Attack on your 
Excellency's Territory at preſent, its Security muſt ultimately depend upon the Strength of the 
Force ſtationed for its Protection, and while this is ſufficient, no one will dare to entertain Views of 
Hoſtility againſt your Excellency. Although the Bravery and Diſcipline of the Engliſh Troops on 
all Occaſions are well known, and have been proved even where their Enemies have been in the 
Proportion of Twenty to One, and by the Bleſſing oß God they will always triumph over theit 
Enemies; yet, ſince at all Times the Chance of War is doubtful, Prudence and Wiſdom require 
that every poſſible Means ſhould be uſed to determine it in our Favour. Your Excellency muſt be 
ſenſible, that there is no Compariſon between the Troops of the Company and thoſe in your Excel- 
lency's Service; and that, without the Aſſiſtance of the former, your Dominions and Authority 
would be inſecure. I am convinced, that if your Excellency conſiders theſe Opinions, you will be 
ſenſible: of the Propriety of my Propaſicion, and. approve the Continuance of Troops, whoſe Valour 
and Diſcipline can be relied on, in Preference to thoſe who are unſkilful and undiſciplined; and I 
doubt not but your Excellency will agree to the additional Expence of effective Troops, where the 
Object is the Defence of the Country. For this Reaſon I do not heſitate to recommend to your 
Excellency: to diſcharge ſo much of your own Army as will allow for the additional Expence at- 
tending the Continuance of theſe effective Troops. Your Excellency muſt allo be ſenſible, that the 
Sums neceſſary for the Pay of theſe Troops are expended in your own Dominions. .

ſiſtance of any Kind, it became abſolutely neceſſary to fall upon a. more certain Mode of raiſing 
Money than to cruſt any longer to his Promiſes, we therefore required him to aſſign over to the 


Company, during the Continuance of the War, the Trichinopoly and Tinnivelly Countries, and 


to allow us to ſend Company's Servants to thoſe Countries to receive the Revenues. To this the 
Nabob would only conſent on ſuch Conditions as made us apprehenſive, at the Time we agreed 
to them, that they would be productive of Diſputes between his and our Servants; and accord- 
ingly he has already begun to prefer Complaints againſt Mr. Rani the Gentleman we ſent to the

And here we cannot avoid expreſſing our Concern at the latter Part of your Letter, which affords

entertained the moſt ſanguine Hopes that the Army on the Malabar Coaſt would have made ſuch

Were Hyder alone our 
Enemy, we ſhould not entertain a Doubt of the Soubah's aſſiſting us, on ſuch Terms as thoſe 
wie have ſuggeſted. The Obſtacle to it, which at preſent ariſes from his Connection with the Poo- 
nah Miniſtry, you are beſt acquainted with; and this leads us to the Point to which we wiſh to 
draw your moſt ſerious Attention.

Adminiſtration of Poona, that the Treaty in its actual Form would not be accepted, he had chere. 5 
fore withheld it until he had ſtated to us the Objections and the Means of removing them, hoping 
to receive our Correction of it in Time for its Effect, as the Period ſtipulated for its Acceptance 
was Five Months fram the Date, which of Courſe left a ſufficient Interval for our Anſwer to arrive; 
and that in the mean Time to prevent this Delay from operating to the Prejudice of the Object 
which we had in View, he had forwarded a Copy of it to Poona. The principal Objections were to 
the Reſervation of Gwallior and Achmebad, and the Qualification of our Engagements to ſeparate 
ourſelves from the Cauſe and Intereft of Ragonaut Row.

which are incompatible with Peace, and perhaps by national Reſentment, Yer, I think it proba- 
ble, that the Example of the Government of Berar may contribute to turn the Scale in our 
Favour; but I have no Grounds for ſuch an Expectation in any recent Act or Appearance. 


Permit me to offer a brief Reflection on the preſent State of your preſent political Affairs. I have 


been told, that the Maratta War has been, I know not on what Ground or Suggeſtion, attributed 
to me.— Tour Honourable Court is poſſeſſed of the fulleſt Evidence of the contrary, The Occa- 
ſion of the War was planned and executed without the Knowledge or previous Concurrence of this 
Government, which has had no other Participation in it, than in providing, by an extraordinary 
Exertion, for the Support of the Meaſures undertaken by the Preſidency of Bombay, if theſe ſuc- 

- ceeded, and for its Preſervation -if they failed. Our Detachment arrived ſeaſonably for the laſt of 
theſe Objects, and for the Redemption of the National Honour, which had been, without it, irre- 
trievably loſt. I had, indeed, flattered myſelf, that the War would have ſoon terminated in ſuch 
Advantages as would have amply atoned for the paſt Calamities which had attended it. Whatever 


Conviction I may entertain of ſuch a Concluſion, it is now reduced to an Argument of unavailing 


Speculation, in which every Perſon is at Liberty to form his own. Opinion,

of Gwallier, have given him a Claim to my Solicitation in his Behalf ; and you will permit me to

which he made me the inſtant Offer, propoſing; that a Battalion of Sepoys ſhould be ſent to re- 
ceive and bring it away; his Brother, at the ſame Time, offering to accompany the Eſcort, and to 
deliver the Money. I thankfully accepted the Offer, and ſhould. have adopted the Mode which

I ſhall now proceed to the Explanation of the preceding Accounts. 5 

You will obviouſly perceive, that the Six firſt Numbers ſerved as the Materials on which the 
Settlement was formed; the Firſt is an Eſtimate of the Collections received by Raja Cheyt Sing, 
and was delivered to me by the Reſident: It correſponds i in its total Amount with my RecolleQton 
of a ſimilar Account, which was formerly in my Poſſeſſion, and ſufficiently with the Account, 
No. 6, for the Preſumption of its Authenticity. As it was the beſt Account I was able to obtain, 
and the Accounts delivered by the Naib, were confeſſedly made up of. imperfect Materials; as 
all the Accounts having been either carried away by Cheit Sing or deſtroyed, and all the princi- 
pal Officers of the Revenue who could give any Information on the Subject having ata 
him in his F light, I made this the Ground for forming the new Settlement. 

Although I am convinced that with proper Management the Zemindarry. might yield al 
Amount conſiderably exceeding that which I have taken as the Eſtimate of its Value; yer Imuſt 
expreſs my Apprehenſions that, unleſs the Naib can find Means to avail himſelf of better official 
Aſſiſtance than he at preſent poſſeſſes, his real Profits will fall below their allowed Amount, and 
on that Account I have encouraged him to hope, that if he ſhall prove himſelf diligent in his 
Office and punctual in the Diſcharge of his Kiſts to the Company, he may hereafter obtain trom 
the Indulgence of the Board ſome Remiſſion from the ſtipulated Jumna, whenever the actual De- 
mands of the Company ſhall be leſſened, and the State of their Treaſury will admit of it; and 
this I ſhall recommend as an Act of Generoſity becoming their former Relation to this Province, 
and equaJly warranted by the Principles of a good Policy : For there are certain Lines beyond 
which the Exaction of a public Revenue will not only defeat its own Purpole bur opergte as 
eficctually to a Reduction, as an intentional Act of Bounty could do,, but it is not my Wiſh 
to engage the preſent Attention of the Board in the Diſcuſſion upon this Subject, my Deſire being 
only to premiſe what I may hereafter find neceſſary to introduce to their further Conſideration, ſo — 
that any future Propofition may not appear to ariſe wholly from the inſtant Occaſion of it, 

I now proceed to the Explanation of the Particulars of- the Settlement, as contained in the 
Account, No. 7 : The firſt Deduction, made from the Groſs eſtimated Jumna of R 5 3,06,002, 12 
is the Sum of R. 61,496 granted in Jagheers, and other Alienations; the Firſt is a Jagheer | 
granted to Beneram Pundit of the yearly Amount of R' 25,000. I have already acquainted, te 
Board with the faithful Services of this Man and his Family during the late Troubles, which I 
can take upon me to aſſure the Board whatever was our Opinion of them at the Time ; and how- 
ever repugnant it may be to our National Character to regard any Situation of Affairs with the 
Eye of Deſpondency, were conſidered univerſally by all but ourſelves, equally by Friend and by Foe 
as utterly deſperate, To the Merits of Beneram Pundit and his Brother on this Occaſion I muſt 
add a long Series of Attachment and effectual Service, from the Year 1773 to the preſent Time. 
Though the immediate Servants and confidential Miniſters of a Foreign State, to the conſtitutional 
Members of which they have always profeſſed an almoſt enthuſiaſtic Devotion, they have zcalouſly 
adopted all my Views for the Promotion of a Connection between their Government and 
ours. 

For this Purpoſe Beneram Pundit, at my Requiſition, made 'one Journey to Nangpour, and 
attended Colonel Leſlie and Colonel Goddard in the firſt Operations of their Detachment ; another 
of the Brothers ſtill attends General Goddard in the ſame Capacity, and has been of great Uſe 
by his Letters in refuting the falſe Repreſentations which were made from Poona to the Govern- 
ment of Berar, of the Events of the War, Beneram Pundit proceeded to Nangpore, and chiefly at 
my Requiſition, returned with a Conſtitution much impaired by the cuſtomary Effects of the 
malignant Climate of the Rout lying between Calcutta and Nangpore, ſo to his I:fluence Len- 
tirely aſcribe the generous Conduct of that Government to ours in many fignal Inſtances, which 
ſtand recorded on our Conſultations, and will be univerſally acknowledged when Time ſhall have 
effaced the Prejudices with which they have been and perhaps ſtill are repreſented by ſome : 

And to him I owe the Influence which I myſelf poſſeſſed with the late Dewan Dewdgur Pundit 

; and its Effects while he was living. In the ſame Spirit of common Attachment Biſſumber Pundit, 

; the younger Brother, went inſtructed by me to Chunnajee Baboo, the Commander of the Army,

offered upon the Occaſion were gratuitous, yet, as the Succeſs of the Enterpriſe appeared to me 


from his Deſcription of it likely to prove the Criſis of the War, J thought it adviſeable to ſecure 
his Fidelity and animate his Exertions by ſuch Incitements as were likely to operate with the 
greateſt Power on a Man in his Rank and Situation in Life; I promiſed him a Jagheer in any 
Part of the Company's Dominions, of which he. ſhould make Choice, to the Amount of One 
thouſand: Rupees clear yearly Rent, if the Enterprize ſucceeded ; the Event proved the Juſtice of 
his Advice, and the Truth of his Repreſentations, and his Conduct in the Courſe of it, obtained the 
moſt favourable Teſtimony of Major Crabb, the Officer who commanded the Party; on his

I ſo well know the Benevolence and 
Probity of your private Character, that I am certain you are incapable of departing from the Sight 
of theſe Virtues in your public Conduct. But you cannot command the Forbearances, nor be 
anſwerable for the Behaviour of that Claſs of Men to whom theſe Complaints relate, when you arm 
them with your Authority, and let them looſe for whatever Purpoſe, or however neceſſary, on the
